AERIAL RESORTS 


Protecting the Shipping of the 
Allies—Cavairy of the Sea 


For the first time a journalist 
has flown over the seas, says the 
Exchange Paris correspondent) con- 
tiguous to France and England suc- 
cessively on the wings of a war 
eagle, otherwise a dirigble patrol 
balloon, or a ‘war hawk’—that is, a 
scout hydroplane. 

“The thing that I most desire to 
accomplish,” sald the French Min- 
{ster of Marine in an interview, “is 
to counteract the submarine war- 
fare of\the Germans and to fmprove 
our methods of opposing it. The 
Germans realize now that their tatk 
of starving England and France is 
nonsense; that {it cannot be done. 
In fact, 1f you Nke to go and see 
how the convoying of our supply 
ships is already managed you may 
make a voyage in our dirigibles and 
waterplanes.” I went, and, pro- 
ceeds the correspondent, am con- 
vinced. : 

Looking downward from an air- 
ship today a busy channel port re- 
sembles s well regulated railway 
station, Convoys of ships going up 
and down the coast, bound for Eng- 
land and elsewhere, are seen to 
leave at regular hours, and the arm- 
ed vessels which escort them before 
and behind may be likened to loco- 
motives attached to ponderous 
trains, one at the head and the other 
in the rear. 


Hike Shepherd Dogs

“I have just recelved a telephone 
order saying that a patrol will leave 
Havre at four o'clock,” sald the 
commander of the station, “and if 
you wish you can take your, place 
on board.” It was one of the big 
5,300 cubic metre dirigibles of the 
Zodiac type, with mitrallleuses and 
wireless telegrnph apparatus. We 
were soon at an altitude of more 
than 600 feet.

Over the Harbor 


We were over the outer harbor 
at the exact time when the convoy 
of ships which we were to escort 
was passing through one of the gate 
ways in the nets. It went straight 
out to sea and then took the north- 
ward course, I sat immediately be- 


jhind the pilot of the’ dirigible and 


noted every manoeuvre while we fol- 
lowd our charge; the wireless ap- 
paratus was in constant operation, 
signalling all we saw that could be 
of any military significance. 
Suddenly, at an altitude of 1,000 
feet, while we were some fifty miles 
from land, the observation officer 
indicatéd a certain object in the sea. 
The airship was turned against the 
wind, reducing {ts speed until §t be- 
came almost motionless, so that we 
might make out what the object was 


In that we wore altogether success- 
ful. 


‘A Suspicious Object 


We saw under the muddy, water 
the wake or track of something that 
seemed to be moving yery slowly. 
A bomb was dropped, which evi- 
dently missed, but it enabled the 
commanding officer to correct ‘his 
aim. Turning sharply again we got 
ourselves, it seemed to me, exactly 
over the suspected object, which woe 
could hardly discern, and two other 
bombs were dropped: ‘They. wero 
engines of a new kind which are as 
effective as torpedoes. 

We proceeded on our way after 
giving warning of the {ncident by 
wireless. Immediately ‘we saw the 
small men-of-war spring out of the 
distance where we had dropped the 
bombs. Thus was demonstrated the 
efficient character of the {nter-com- 
munication of the alr and sea sere 
vice between which the Mason is ab- 
solutely perfect. Another thing Is 
certain. The next day tho’ pilot of 
our airship was officially informed 
that a patrol boat which also had 
rushed to the spot in ‘consequence 
of tho wireless signals had fired five 
shells in the vicinity, indicating that 
she had also noted tho presence of a 
suspicious something in the sea, 
While we were in the middle of the 
Channel we picked up the signalling 
announcement that: German asero- 
planes were - near us. We were 
about 4,000 feet up, and” fortu- 
nately a cloud enveloped us. We 
did not emerge from [t for an hour 
and a half.

The sufferings of all the countries 
involved in the present confifct are

To the usual sufferings impos- 
od by the war were added the terrible 
crimes of the old regime. If mon- 
archy in Russia had died 12 years 
ago, during the first revolution, it 

| would have been a natural death, 
and both sides would bare gained by 
{t. The principle of monarchy and 
the Czar himself™ would not’ bare 
been so hated as now, and on the 
other hand, the country would not 
have been poisoned as it ncw ts, The 
monarchic system, in its practically 
unlimited form, was dead in Russia 
Jong ago, and decaying, poisoned all 
the atmosphere around it. 

The old regime, degenerated to 
such figures as Soukhomilnoff, Ras- 
Dutin, and Protopopoff, came to an 
end, leaving the country in a state of 
such disorganization that no govern- 
ment in the world could ‘have led It 
through the enormoug difficulties 
better than the Provisional Govern- 
ment did. The disorganization of 
transportation brought jhunger and

SAM. T. WOOD 
PASSED ‘AWAY 


‘Well Known Editorial Writer 
and Natare: Student Form- 
erly Lived In Belleville 



































County, on January 16, 1860, Mr. 
Wood came naturally by his love of 
nature. He was rocked as a baby in 
a birch bark cradle, and his childish 
slumbers .were sometimes disturbed 
by the howl of -wolves. At the age 
of five the lad's family moved to 
Belleville, and there he was educated 
at the public and ‘high schools, and 
the Belleville Business College. _He 
spent a year in Peferboro before 
coming to Toronto in 1885, where he 
took: up the vocation of steamfitter. 
He became an ardent single tax ad- 
vocate and took part in many park 
meetings as a “‘soap-box. orator." 
The views on social reform then 
voiced so-earnestly were as tenac- 
fously held to the end of his days. - 

In the old days he was a member 
of the Belleville band. 

After a year'in Ottawa on news- 
paper work, he /joined The Globe. 
His writings never ceased to be en- 
entertaining. Mr. Wood will, how- 
ever, be best remembered perhaps 
for his writings on nature. He was 
a naturalist of the utmost ‘sympathy 
and understanding, and his work 
was an established feature for a host 
of admirers. Two years ago a scl- 
ection from them was issued in a 
volume called “Ramblings of a Can- 
adian Naturalist,” when they were

THE PROVINCE OF LIVONIA. 


_—_—_— 
Germans Are Overrunning Rich Part 
of Russia. 

Livonia, one of the three Baltic 
P of Russia, is now being 
overrun by the Germans, following 
thelr capture of the provincial capi- 
tal, Riga. 
the Gulf of Riga as its western 
indary, and is bordered on the 

by'the Governments (States) of 
trograd, Pskov, and Vitebsk. More 

1,000 square miles of Livonia's 
tory is insular, however, inciud- 
the islands of Oesel and: Ruado, 
the Gulf of Rigs, while another 
1,000 square miles is represented in 

portion of Lake Peipus which 
belongs to the province. Nearly two- 
Gfths of the remainder of the terri- 
tory Is forest land, while there are 
nearly a thousand smal! lakes, num- 
erous marshes and peat bogs and a 
considerable tract of sand dunes on 
the Gulf cf Riga shore, so that the 
agricultural area is smaller than 
would at first appear. 

The cultivable lands of Lavonia 
are largely in the hands of wealthy 
Robles, the size of the average estate 
being nearly 10,000 acres. On these 
estates the most scientific farming 
implements are used and cultivation 
is conducted according to the most 
modern methods, The chief products 
are rye, barley, oats, potatoes, and 
some wheat, hemp, and buckwheat. 

Among the chief industries of the 
province are woolen, cotton, flour, 
dax, and saw mills, distilleries, brew- 
erjes, soap, tobacco, and furniture 
works. 

More than 100,000 persons eko 
out a livelihood in the fisheries of 
Lake Pelpus and tho Gulf of Riga. 

Although coins of the time of Alex- 
ander the Great have been found on 
the island of Oesel, the history of 
the province emerges from obscurity 
not earlier than tho oleventh ce. 
when the Germans began to pene- 
trate to this region. About tte mid- 
dle of the twelfth century merchants 
from the powerful Hanseatic city of 
Lubeck reached the mouth of the 
River Dvina, and established trading 
posts fn the vicinity of what is now 
Riga. These commercial pioneers 
were followed by emissarica of the 
Archbishop of Bremen, who began to 
preach Christianity to the semi-pirat- 
feal natives. Then came the Order 
of the Brethren of the Sword, 
apostles who inculcated their relig- 
fous teaching with the aid of steel. 

‘About the middie of the sixteenth 
century Livonia underwent a parti- 
tion, the Northern half being assim- 
flated by the growing power of Rus- 
sia and the Southern portion being 
annexed by Poland. ‘When the war 
between Gweden and Poland was 
launched this unhappy province be- 
came the battleground of the warring 

‘and a century lator it was the 
scene of the triangular confilct of 
Sweden, Russia, and Poland. By the 
treaty of Nystad, in 1721, the prov- 
ae was definitely assigned to Rus-

But there can be 
no doubt that the religious feelings 
of those-who have sent dear ones 
to the front have been stirred as 
never before. Not till the war is 
over can one pronounce upon Its ef- 
fects on the men who have gone.

For. twenty-two years® the com- 
munit¥ seemed to have thought that 
this mild Sconcession~ was all” that 
humanity required, for nod further 
change was made until-18i4. ‘Then 
was passed the “bread act” under 
which each prisoner whose debt did 
not exceed $15 was entitled to a dis- 
charge after an imprisonment of 30 
days. , 

From documents presented to the 
Senate of New York: in 1817 Jt ap- 
Dears thut the keoper of. the debtors’ 
jail in New York city certified that 
during 1816 1,984 debtors wore con- 
fined and that upward of 600 were 
always In the. prison. The sheriff 
of the county certified that 1,129 
were imprisoned for debt under $50, 
and that of these 729 owed less than 
$25, and that every one of them 
would have starved to death but 
for \the assistance of tho Hamans| 
Society. ' 

One man remainod, it was noted, 
in the New York jail for three years 
who was only indebted to the extent 
of $50 before death ended” his mis- 
ery and during the entire timg was 
fed by the Humane Society. Anoth- 
er unfortunate had been imprisoned 
six years and was supported by char- 
ity. In the face of such ‘striking ev- 
{dence the legislature of New York 
State. relented and tn 1817 forbade 
the imprisonment of debtors for 
sums less than $25: This led the 
way, and stato after state followed. 

When the new states in the west 
framed their constitutions they -or- 
dered that no one could be imprison- 
ed for debt.’ The old statute was fin- 
ally stricken from’ the laws of the 
eastern states until ‘today none of 
the states has a law Tequiring that 
a debt is punishable by. imprison- 
ment, unless it has been contracted 
undar some fraudlent’ misrepresent- 
stion,— Philadelphia Press,

The Reformation was a.great pro- 
cess of emancipation. It was a 
struggle for Mberty and the dasbing 
{n pleces of an intolerable “yoke of 
bondage.” It substituted the free 
will for the fettered will the enlight- 
ened conscience for tho darkened 
heart. Th Reformation was really 
a revolution, for it . sounded: thé 
deathknell of tyranny; it left papal 
crowns and imperial coronets pretty 
much where they were but broke in 
pieces the septre it overturned no 
thrones, banished no czars, over- 
threw no principalities, but insul- 
led such a passion for freedom and 
inspired such a capacity for liberty 
that the doom “of despotism was 
sounded though the accomplishment 
of that doom was left to succeeding 
generations. é 

The Reformation, thon, may be 
regarded as one of the great crises 
through which the world has passed 
fn its struggle for liberty. Tho his- 
tory of mankind is the story of its 
search for freedom, and in this pur- 
sult it has had before {t four great 
objectives: Physical liberty, to be at- 
tained through the development and 
perfection of the arts; intellectual 
Uberty, . whose way. Jed through 
science and philosophy and -philo}- 
ogy; civil liberty, whose’ cornerstone, 
as its capstone, is democracy; and 
religious liberty, which» is the gift 
of an educated and .untrammeled 
conscience, . Progress, along these 
lines is analagous to trench warfare; 
first heavy+ bombardment in the 
form of agitation and propagande; 
then the strong push resulting in 
gaits, sometimes great, sometimes 
small, sometimes nil; then counter- 
attacks, during which there can be 
thought‘ of advance, but where the 
watchword is “stand .fast,” where 
there must be a strengthening of the 
things that remain and are ready 
to perish, a consolidating of new 
positions and’ tying them up with 
the old by communicating trenches. 

Furthermore, these four object- 
ives-have by no means always been 
simultaneously kept in view. One

As never before, fen at the birth- 
hour of Christianity “itself, haman 
effort has now focused upon the ‘at- 
tainment of all four of its great ob- 
fectives. Heir, to a .new, continent, 
physical lberty is’ re-born;. under 
the leadership of Erasmus and kin- 
dred spirits men began to seck after 
knowledge, for fettered for ages by 
ignoranco and superstition, they 
panted for trath as the hart for the 
water brooks, -They knew know- 
ledgo brought with st new, power, 
the old feudal conditions ‘could no 
longer: prevail... Europe had groan- 
ed. under, the fron, heel and mailed 
fist, and no less burdensome had be- 
come the tyranical rule of: Mother 
Church, from. vicious Pope with 
triple crown. down ta the dirty 
priest with shaven crown, all. revel- 
ed in one great orgy of misrule. 
Men grew restless longing for liberty 
The Mghtning’ was in the air; all 
that was needed was a good con- 
ducotr. Leaders weré there, but no 
gSooner was the .effort. made to 
achieve any one’of these forms of 
liberty than it. was found that all 
were bound up with religions lber- 
ty. . The. Refo: 
itself al? the- great 
Kind. If it marks ths separation 
of Church and State it-marks equal- 
ly. clearly the inseparable union of 
politics and religion. The civil and 
religious' life of a people are one. 
God has joined them ‘together, and 
man cannot put them agunder. Such, 
but imperfectly outlined, is the Ref- 
ormation;. now-what wore some of 
its permanent fruits? - 

Tho Reformation gave to the 
world its passion for liberty. As 
the namo “Protestant” suggests, the 
Reformation was,a protest. It was 
a protest against tyranny over mind 
and consctence and life. In the six- 
teenth century the Church was in 
the saddJe. It claimed to exercise 
power ovor everything ‘and every- 
body and “dictated alike to the Em- 
peror on his throne and serf in his 
scullery. Upon any who questioned 
its authority it rained down hair- 
raising anathemas; to those who ac- 
quiesced In Its teachings it extended 
its -blessing—for a consideration. 
Convinced that the only escape from 
the bottomless pit lay in bowing to 
the will of the Church, men bowed. 
The Church prostituted its powers 
to unholy ends and claimed author- 
ity that was never meant for fallible 
man. Jt sold its benisons, and, un- 
less history {fs o libel, {ts malisons. 
Moved by avarice and greed, it 
drained the poor and mulcted the 
rich and practiced - extortion upon 
all. It respected the sanctity of no 
family, the honor of no woman, nel-| 
ther rank nor station, sex nor ‘con- 
ditfon commanded its tolerance or 
forbearance. Under the profilgate 
example of. their spiritual leaders 
the people high and low reveled in 
debauchery and were steeped in vice 
Truly, the Church needed to be re- 
formed! 

Among the many abuses against 
which the Reformation uttered its 
Protest was the oper ancouragement 
of ignorance and superstition. The 
Church itself was the patron of all 
the arts, even the black arts. The 
walls of its palaces were hung with 
marvelous paintings and 4n thejr 
corridors were the finest products 
of skilled sculptors and workera in 
bronze. Great organs | ftled the 
churches with wonderful music and 
no expense was spared in the con- 
struction and embellishment of rich- 
ly ornamented cathedrals. These 
masterpieces of architecture (peo- 
ple’s blood had been coined into 
gold to build’ them}-towered over 
the cities, whilo at their feet the

Luther nailed up his Ninety- 
five Theses on the door of the Cath-, 
edral of Wittenberg, he nailed there 
his defiance of tyranny and terrorism 
Every thesis was ao nal! in its coffin. 
There were ninety-five nallsa—he saw 
to it the lid was down.” While Lu- 
ther was defying misrule in Ger- 
many, Calvin in . Switzerland was 
giving an illustration of the possi- 
bilities of righteous rule, ‘and Knox 
in Scotland, armed onty with the 
sword of the Spirit, was laying 
down the law to Queen Mary. 

Now, In- all. these protests there 
wag no thonght of actually, breaking 
with the Established | Church, bnt 
two cannot watk together except 
they be agreed, that is, with com- 
fort. Liberty and oppression can 
only dwell together in the form of 
an armed neutrality. It was so at 
the inception of Christianity. © Jes- 
us came not to found a new religion, 
but to {ulfll the old. His aim was 
not to supplement .- Moses and the 
Prophets, but to show how, rich and 
full thelr teaching. already’ was. The 
Apostles had no.thought: of break- 
ing with the Jewish Church then, 
and for several centuries to come 
the Old Testament was the Bible of 
the Christian Church: But when the 
Jewish Church refused to admit its 
errors and repent of its sins, when 
it clung to {ts false and narrow des- 
potism and sheltered itself behind 
the claim to divinely conferred auth- 
ority, then Christianity: and Juda- 
ism had reached the parting of the 
ways. Christianity is not a new re- 
ligion any more. than Protestantism 
is o new religion. -Protestantiem is 
Reformed Romanism, and Christinn- 
ity is Reformed Judaism, and each 

the protest of Hberty against aut- 
ocracy. Protestantism is a rejuven- 
ated Church, o Church which has 
found the secret of eternal youth 
which {s keeping close to-its Lord, 
but not obscuring Him, and_ascer- 
taining through careful study of the 
Scriptures what the will of the Lord 
is, 

As the champion of liberty Prot- 
estantism has repeatedly drawn the 
sword, nor has it ever drawn it in 
vain. Protestantism drew the sword 
in England through the hand of O}- 
iver Cromwell; it drew it in Holland 
through the agency of Willlam of 
Orange; it was the spirit of Protest- 

ntism that wrought in Washington 
when he drew the sword that gave 
liberty to our colonies and. through |* 
them to us; the spirit of Protestant- 
ism wrought in Lincoln. when he 
drew the swordsand cut the bonds 
of the slave. It was. the selfsame 
spirit that prompted Great Britain, 
moved by the violation of Belgium’s 
neutrality, to declare war on Ger- 
many. The same spirit nioved oor 
President to send that masterly and 
now classic address to Congress 
which led that: body to declare war,’ 
protesting against piracy. on the 
high seas.” Thea issues before us 
now are the issues of the Reforma- 
Uon, Liberty or Tyranny; we phrase 
{t autocracy or democracy, the 
phrase matters nothing. The tri- 
umph of liberty now rests with the 
two great Protestant nations of the 
world, England and the United 
States. These remain the two-Prot- 
estant nations, for while we may 
count on the good will of our other 
allies we cannot count on any - ap- 
preciable assistance. Now Is this 
coincidence or is it logic? If Prot- 
estantism 1s the champion of liberty 
it is not mere chanco that the cause 
of liberty should now rest just there: 
And how is it with our enemies?

The 
revival of learning and the_{nvent-' 
fon of printing had resulted in the 
publishing of the Greek and Heb- 
rew texts of the Bible and these Lu- 
ther studfed and used, thus making 
his» translation son the original 
tongues, % 
Where the Bible nas been’ carried 
there Hkewise has gone NMberty. In 
lands where the study of the Bible 
is encouraged and ita truth freely 
disseminated, dwell freedom, en- 
Nghtenment, progress; . where. the 
Bible fs unknown or neglected there 


is degeneracy of character which if, 


long unchecked results in moral at- 
rophy and death. The Reformation 
opened the Bible to the world; it 
may be neglected and its teachings 
perverted for a time, but st can nev- 
er.again be closed. There.may come 
again, as in the past, a “famine of 
hearing of the word,” but the fault 
will. be with distribution and con- 
sumption? not with o falling of the 
supply. 

These ‘ure the great gifts to the 
present day of four centuries ago, 
let us “stand fast in that Mberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free.

From” private letters from the 
front, even though censored, there 
cores the clearest ‘glimpse of con- 
ditions in the war-worn zone. The 
poems, the songs, the letters from 
the boys ’ contain more than 
the Bechaned cckanta tor in them 
we feel the emotions, hear the voic- 
es, sense the spirit and touch the 
very life of our Canadian soldiers. 
For example, how touchingly beau- 
tifal is the poem, “In Flanders’ 
Fields,” written by Capt. John Mc- 
“rae, of Guelph, Canada. It ‘reads: 


“In Flanders’ fields. the poppies 
blow — 
Between tho crosses, row on row, 


The larks still bravely singing fly, 

Scarce heard amid the guns below.

This morning 
ft spent a few hours with a former 
college chum,’ talking of the days 
spent together in ‘preparation for 
‘our life's work. He is a Captain and

“When we visited the graves of 
those who had beon called upon to 
make the supreme sacrifice in the 
early days of the war, we spoke 
Uttle.

dant glory on the other; its dovilish 
iniquity, but withal its solemn pur- 
pose, fts grim lesson, its deep mys-

soul, we were comforted with the 
vision of a new world which Is to be 
built on the graves of these mighty

ORIENTAL AID 


IS UNLIKELY 


Japs are None Too Eager— 
Making Too Much Money out 
of the War—Necessary Food 
Supplies Would Also Tax Al- 
Hes’ Transport, . 


Although the British press has 
given the subject: little consideration 
apd despite that the spokesmen of 
the Government have insisted that 
there is no possibility of such a 
thing happening, the French news- 
papera have lately been giving con- 
siderable attention to the possibil- 
ity of Japan sending ao large mili- 
tary force to Europe, says the Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Sun. 

Despite the silonce of thé British 
press, whose © consideration of the 
subject has consisted almost exclus- 
ively in reproduction of occasional 
paragraphs from French journals 
there is considerable interest in the 
possibility among the English pub- 
lc. That Japan is playing a deep 
gamo is the universal view. 

That Japan might ultimately send 
& great army to the Occident under 
certain .conditions, and provided Mt 
were physically possible, continues 
to de the impression of many people. 
But it commonly presumed that Jap- 
ap does not care to undertake such 
proceeding until assured of sub- 
stantial benefits in return or until 


proportion of its skilled labor and

To send a Japanese army to Eur- 
ope would be a most difficult under- 
taking. The most practical sugges- 
tion .under discussion seems to be 
that’ Japanese troops should be sent 
to Palestine, to Mesopotamia and 
possibly to. Macedonia, all of which 
areas they could reach by water, to 
replace the allied troops now em- 
Ployed there. It is particularly urg- 
od that Japanese forces could be em- 
ployed in Palestine and Mesopotamia 


Without: arousing any prejudice}, 


against the introduction of Asiatic 
soldiers into Europe. Moreover, 
this would make it possible for the 
Allies to strike with strong and ef- 
fective forces at the points where 
the enemy is weakest, which is al- 
Ways accounted excellent military 
policy. 

All this seems. rather a simple 
proceeding, but it is not. The Jap- 
anese forces transferred, say to Mes- 
opotamia or Macedonia, would hare 
to be fed and Japan has no such re- 
sources of foodstuffs as the United 
States has from which to accumulate 
and send out huge supplies to armies 
on the other side of the world. So 
the task of feeding and supporting 
these Japanese armies would in 
large part fall upon the Allies. 

Doubts About Campaign 

This is one of the most serious as- 
pects of the business. For a long 
time a section of British opinion has 
Protected that the Salonika cam- 
paign is producing no results to 
Justify its continuance; that it is 
extremely expensive becuase of the 
huge tonnage required to keep sup- 
plise moving through the long Med- 
iterranean route for the armies of 
the Orient. 

British opinion, and even French, 
is widely divided as to the utility of 
the Macedonia campaign. There is 
in England a respectable ‘ section 
which believes Macedonia to be the 
key to the truo strategy of the war; 
that a huge concentration of forces 
in that area will ‘split off Turkey 
from her allies, engage a large part 
of Austria’s strength, lighten tho 
task which Italy has undertaken, 
and enhearten Russia. 

On the other hand, the extremo 
oppoeite view is that the Salonika 
campaign, from beginning to end, 
has cost more than ft has been worth 
to the Allies, and that it would be 
better business to drop it entirely.

“SLAIN IN PRE- 
ARRANCED DUEL 


Immelman, the Falcon, Germany's 
creck aviator, who had fifty-one 
downs to his credit, did not suc- 
cumb to a fall from the sky, but was 
shot down during a man-to-man en- 
counter with a young British rival 
that is described by those who wit- 
neesqd it ms the most spectacular 
event of tho entire war, 

Capt. Ball, the English boy pilot, 
whose record was but two downs un- 
der that of Immelman, learned of the 
presence of the boasted Gorman star 
jbehind the enemy lines, challenged 
him to a duel, and ‘hilo the fire of 
the anti-aircraft guns on both sides 
was with held, lured ntm to hits 
Jeath, according to a letter just ro- 
ceived in Newark, N.J., says the New 
York Tribune, from an eyowitness of 
the affair. 


DUEL A SPORTING EVENT 


The letter, which was written by 
Colonel William Macklin, of the Can- 
adian army, pietured tue cuet as a 
Tare spectacle that brought the oc- 
cupants of trenches on potn sides of 
No Man’s Land to their ree:, choering 
their own fighter and yearning) for 
an opportunity to bet on “the great 
Sporting event of the war.” :

Double-faced Magyars. 

The role played by the Magyars in 
the Austrian oppression of the Jugo- 
Slavs deserves to be better known. 
The Magyars for a long time duped 
public opinion in Europe and Am- 
erica, representing themselves as a 
Hberal and chivalrous people. In 
reality there is no nationality so un- 
scrupulous in the oppression of 
others and so clover in concealing 
their true nature. The Magyars, 
lke the god Janus, are double-faced; 
before foreigners they pose as a de- 
mocratic and liberal nation, while at 
home it is admitted by Austrians 
that they are responsible for tyranny 
and denationalization. In consider- 
ing the attitude of Hungary, it 
should be remembered that of its 
19,254,600 inhabitants, there are 
not more than 8,742,300 Magyars, 
while there are 10,512.30 or over 
fifty-four per cent. non-Magyars. Yet 
the Magyars, in spite of this, afirm 
that their/country is homogeneous 
and “national,” and they do not re- | 
cognize any nationality but their 
own. Even the democratic party of 
the well-known Michel Carolyi 
knows only the ‘“‘Hungarians,”’ Now, 
these Magyars, who hold in their 
power ten million ‘non-Magyars, of 
whom there are siz million Jugo-° 
Slavs, have declared themselves | 
ready to make any sacrifice in sup- | 
porting the German plans in order to 
maintain their own domination. They 
have helped Germany and Austria to 
crush Serbia, and they are continu- 
ing their anti-Slav policy with the 
object of preventing Jugo-Slay unt 
fication, by which they would loa 
half of thelr present possessions,

The trials of murder ere those 
of Samuel Rodgers accused of kill- 
ing a man named Gallagher In Mar- 
mora in July last, and of Horace 
Creasy, a soldier at Trenton Chemi- 
cal work accused of killing a work- 
man named LaPointe, by shooting 
him with a bullet from a military 
rifle. 
Other serlous charges are Rex. vs 
Evans, alleged rape; rallway wreck- 
ing in which boys named Sanford 
and Wilson are involved. 
When the assize opened this af- 
ternoon at the court house before 
Hon. Mr. Justice Masten, Mr. E. J. 
Butler, president of the County of 
Hastings Bar Association, extended 
congratulations to his lordship on 
his appointment to high office’ in 
the judiciary. Mr. Butler was sup- 
ported by Col. Ponton, K.C. and Mr 
W. D. M. Shorey. ;

The courage of 
Alsace, however, was not weakened. 
Then the censorship decided not to 
give any more publicity in the news- 
Papers to the martyrs whose glory 
only brought them freah imitators, 

“Is it necessary to recall the more 
serious sentences for high treason? 
That of the Deputy Brogly, of Mul- 
house, to 10 years, that of the head 
of a hospital in the same town to 4x 
Years, that of Judge Acker of Cornay 
to three years’ hard fabor. An arti- 
san of Guebwiller was “condemned 
to death and shot for having taken 
hig son to the French lines In order 


that he might serve under the 
French flag.” . Certain volunteers 
whom the Germans recognized 


among their prisoners suffered the 


game fate, as well as the unfortunate. 


Alfred Meyer of Mulhouse, who had 
noted the addresses 16 which the 
German officers had sent the furni- 
ture stolen froth the chateau of Boll- 
willer, “Feindesiand,” “enemy 
country.” Herr von Jagow sald in 
January: Feindesland was repeated 
im August, 1914, by the leaders of 
the troops crossing the Rhine from 
Germany. When they entered Al- 
Sace they received (the order to 
change their rifles, “because they 
were in an enemy.country.” They 
were told to take the most minute 
measures of precaution with regard 
to the hostile population of this 
Friedesland. Far from. being the 
isolated whim of a non-commissioned 
officer, this order, coming from the 
mouths of officers of all ranks, could 
only have emanated from a general 
order. An inquiry which I made on 
the subject, during the first month 
of the war, enabled me to find wit- 
nesses in the following units. One 
hundred and tenth, ono hundred and 
eleventh, ono hundred and thir- 
teeth, one hundred and thirty-first, 
one hundred and tbirty-sixth, one 
hundred and forty-third, one hun- 
dred and forty-fourth, one hun- 
dred and sixty-ninth regiments of in- 
fantry; one hundred and forty-fifth 
of reserve, fortieth, one hundred and 
ninth territorials; second battalion 
engincers reserve; the third sanitary 
company of the sixteenth, and the 
second of the twenty-first troops, I 
have not tried to find any more. {n 
eoveral cases the officers added that 
the annexed population were more to 
be feared than the French. 

Alsace bas a right to-day to be 
proud of this testimony which re- 
minds one of the Prussian ambassa- 
dor in Paris who {n 1708 wrote to 
his king that the Alsatians had more 
ardent French patriotism than the 
Parisians themselves. Captain Bing 
would only allow a Lorrainian sol- 
dler to see bis relations, who had 
comé to bid him farewell, on condi- 
tion that he spoke German to them, 
and this in the presence of. a non- 
commissioned officer holding a load- 
ea revolver in his hand. The terri- 
torial regiments I have mentioned, 
the men of whom came from Baden 
(who In all previous wars ‘had only 
one opportunity of plundering Al- 
sace) were authorized to take what 
they liked. In Baden the leaders 
watched carefully that no theft 
should be committed, but they told 
their soldiers that in Alsace they 
would be quite free because they 
Would be in enemy country.

INQUEST INTO 
“AUTO FATALITY 


“That the late Miss Debora Bonis- 
teel camo to her death while riding 
in an automobile which was struck 
by a G. T. R. freight train at Vander- 
water's crossing in the Township of 
Sidney. on the morning of Nov. Sth, 
1017. 

“That tho same was accidental 
and that the train crew did all in 
its power to prevent it.” 

It was recommended that means 
be taken to protect the said crossing 
im the interest of public safety. 

The above verdict was delivered 
by Coroner Dr. Boyce’s jury at the 
inquest last night Into the death of 
Miss Deborah Bonisteel. 

Coroner Dr. Boyce referred to the 
fatal termination of Mr. Burtor 
Ketcheson’s fight for recovery from 





his injuries, which removed the on-

Ho was moaning a great 
deal. The’ woman- was dead when 
witness saw her. Returning to 
Ketcheson, the doctor found him ly- 
ing face downward. He was com- 
plaining of a-pain in his head and 
side. He was lifted up and placed 
in a motor car by which he was 
taken to the hospital. Witness dir- 
ected that Miss Bonisteel’s body be 
removed to Tickell’s morgue. 

“What do you say as to the cross- 
ing?” 

“There {s good clear space; there 
are no houses, and there is open 
country,” replied Dr. Gibson. 

Burton Ketcheson’s skull was 
fractured. This caused his death. 

Fireman Ralph Hubbs said all the 
crossing signals were sounded.. He 
did not see. the accident.

T. Farrell, Conductor on the east- 
bound train, found the body lying 
face downward just clear of the 
westbound track, forty fect east of 
the crossing. The car was on the 
cattle guards. The man was caught 
partly underneath the car. Ketch- 
eson made no statement. Witness 
telephoned for a doctor. The acci- 
dent occurred at 7.10 a.m. First aid 
was rendered Ketcheson. The train 
stopped in about fifty-five  car- 
lengths. ‘‘The crossing is about’ the 
best along the line,” said the wit- 
ness. 

There is no special rule for fog. 

Engineer H. Smith of the west- 
bound train left Belleville at 7 
o'clock with an engino and six cars. 
He met an eastbound train about a 
mile west of Vandewater's crossing. 
His train was going thirty miles per 
hour, He saw no automobile at the 
crossing as he was on the north sido 
of the cab, -The morning, was very 
foggy. A light In a fog should be 
visible from ‘a greater distance. Wit- 
ness did not know whether a light 
was burning on the. eastbound en- 
gine. 

“Roy Gould, fireman with the pre- 
ceding, did not see a car at the Van- 
dewater crossing as he was not look- 
ing out of the window. The east- 
bound engine had its light burning. 

Liewellyn Waite saw the victims 
of the accident. He took the body 
of the woman to the morgue.

to the air. The operation, which took 
place just at sunset, was watched by 
quite a number of spectators from 
various points of vantage along the 
shore, It was not, however, so 
spectacular as was expected, a heavy 
pall of smoke shutting out the view 
for several minutes. When the smoke 
cleared away the river was boiling 
down the gorge in white cascades 
as it had done twenty years ago, be- 
fore the power plant had begun. The 
present dam was completed about 
ten years ago. and was the third 
which Orillia had constructed for 
her power plant, the firat one having 
given away, and the second one hav- 
ing proved unsatisfactory. ‘It cost 
about $65,000. It has now been 
blown up as ‘part of the plan for 
canalizing ‘the Severn River as part 
of the Trent Canal waterway, and a 
splendid new dam and power house 
has been built by the Department of 
Railways and Canals at the Swift 
Rapids about a mile further down 
the river. In this powerhouse Oril- 
lia has installed new hydraulic and 
electrical machinery and equipment 
witha capacity of 600 horsepower, 
which will give her aburidance of 
power for her industries at a cost 
of over $150,000.

Asked regarding some trouble at 
St. Mary’s-on-tho-Lake, the witness 
recited an incident which took place 
in the kitchen with‘one of tho Sis- 
ters. The Superior was present and 
after a wrangle over some bread the 
witness disarranged the hood worn 
by the Sister. She denied she made 
threats.

‘The Socialist movement calling on 
‘the local authorities to resign and 
inciting the workmen in factories, 
arsenals, and munition works to de- 
Clare a general strike, violates the 
royal Gegree and renders the guilty 
ones Hable to criminal prosecution. 
The secret circular above mentioned 
‘Was issued by the Socialist leaders 
so ‘long ago as Aug. 12, and was 
‘doubtless responsible for a certain 
agitation recently observed. It Is 
also noted that this movement began 
during the stay, or immediately after 
the departere, of four Rusalan 
Soviet delegates. . 

Another circular. was issued ‘by 
the Florence Socialistic Committee, 
which boldly signs. itself “Revotu- 
tionary” and calls for the immediate 
end -of the war and the prosecution 
to the end of the fight for the ex- 
propriation of land.

Although hissed down at Its 
world’s premjere at'La Scala, Milan, 
“Madama Butterfly,”, somewhat con- 

ensed by the composer after ‘its 
undeserved treatment, has _ become 
one of the most popular operas ever 
presented to the general public The 
advent of the Japanese soprano, 
Tamaki Miura” in America © has 
doubled this popularity.

and her faithful serving maid, Suz- 
uki, recognize Pinkerton's ship, 
which {s entering the — harbor. 
Butterfly now feels that everybody 
was wrong in assuring her that 
Pinkerton would never return, and 
that her long patient vigil is about 
to be rewarded. ‘They hastily pre- 
bare the Nttle bungalow for his 
arrival, strewing flowers everywhere 
All through the night she waits and 
waits and when morn has come she 
is still watching with a bursting 
heart and hoping against hope. Suz- 
uki induces her ‘to’go and rest. No 
sooner had she gone than Sharpless, 
Pinkerton and‘his wife enter. When

Hold’ the Government To It 


The farmer has been assured, not 
only by the Food Controller, but al- 
so by the Minister of Agriculture, 
that the Government § proposes to 
regulate the. margin of profit be- 
tween‘the producer and the consum- 
er in the matter of hog products. 
The great need for increased pro- 
duction of bacon and pork has made 
this necessary. That is, the Govern- 
ment realizes that it cannot consis- 
tently ask farmers to increase the 
supply of: hogs unless some action 
is raken towards securing to the pro- 
ducer all tho profits in the business 
of hog production the market will 
warrant. By regulating the spread 
between what the farmer gets for 
his hogs and what the consumer 
pays for the finished product, this 
can be done if tho Government does 
{ts whole duty fn the matter. The 
Government is now committed to 
the reguiation of the packing indus- 
try, and should be given ‘an oppor- 
tunity to moke good. The Govern- 
ment says to the farmers of Canada: 
“Go ahead; Increare .the production 
of hogs, and we will protect you to 
the extent that wo will regulate the 
business of the packer, and’ see, to it 
t he takes ro more than a reas- 
onable profit for the. ‘work he docs 
in converting the live hog into a 
marketable food preduct.” The far- 
mer should take the Government at 
its word. For years he has been 
complaining that the packer has ta- 
ken an unfair advantage of the sit- 
uation . He has “heared” the mar- 
\ket when the farmer has the most 
hogs to se, and brought about fiuc- 
tuations In prices that, at times, 
have mado the business of hog pro-

But the Hapsburg policy was ever 
Idictated: by empty ‘dynastic ambi- 
Hons;-resulting” in- all- sorts” of in- 
trigues with” the military and court 
camarills, this ‘inturn ‘resulting in 
the disruption of the economic life 
of the ‘monarchy and Impoverish- 
ment. of the various Austrian na- 
thonalities, \” 

The Hapsburgs are adepts {n jug- 

gling with constitutions and in mak- 
ing promises, but they are still more 
expert in violating their pledges 
and oaths. Tho short-lived, rela- 
tively democratic constitution of 
1848 was followed in Austria by a 
decade of the most cruel reaction. 
The milder regime of the latter fit- 
{les of the nineteenth\century was 
followed by ruthless oppression .in 
he sixties and by systematic at- 
tempts at Germanization and Mag- 
yarization of the non-German’ and 
nou-Magyar nationalities of Austria- 
Hungary. 

During the present war Austria 
alweys promised reform whenever 
things looked bad on the battlefield 
but as soon as they changed and as- 
sumed a somewhat more encourag- 
ing aspect, sho returned to her fel- 
onous ways and methods. . Recent- 
ly we had an example of this, When 
in the early summer the Russian 
army resumed Its offensive and gain- 
ed fits notable victories in Ggilcis, 
there were promises of internal re- 
form and of justice and fgirness to 
the various component nationalities. 
But after that came the Russian 
rout. Russian troops refused to 
fight; the Austrian’ chameleon as- 
sumed a new color. A despatch 
from Copenhagen told us that the 
Teuton victories in Galicia and Buk- 
ovina have thrown a veil over the 
promised new order in Austria, that 
the powers that be find the ques- 
tion of reform ‘far less urgent owing 
to the Improved military system. In

“They usually ‘refused accommoda- 
fions when wo applied to. them. 
Usually to house my battery, J would 
have to go to the maypr, who would 
authorize the necessary commandeer- 
ing of quarters.

Undoubted Cowardice 


Among the most recent prisonere 
we found at Jeast two cases+of un- 
doubted cowardice among groups. of 
officers. .In one case we took as pri- 
soncr a single officer, who cursed 
freely all the other officers “in his 
unit, -He was lvft, he detlared, to 
fight alone while they afl fled to the 
refuge of thelr dugouts. What cheers 
him “most now fs his reflection that 
althis* recent nféssmates were un- 
doubtedly killed by bombing parties. 

In another Case'we took eleven of- 
ficers ir one hiding place. They were 
voluminous in explanation: of why 
they could not come out ‘to fight, be- 
cause a machine gun was trained on 
the exit. The machine gun was imag- 
inary. They left their men to fight 
unofficered, because they were afraid 

Several German prisoners lately 
told us indignantly how much trou- 
ble they had in finding their own 
battalion headquarters, which the 
officers were always shifting to some 
safer place, :~ 

Publicity has been given lately of 
utterances in the Reichstag ‘by the 
German press of official propaganda 
in the German army. One curious 
detafl of the propaganda {s of lectur- 
ers who go the round from unit to 
unit lecturing’ the men on the fate 
that befalls them if they fall Into the 
hands of the British. They are still 
taught. that tho British always kill 
individual prisoners and treat those 
who are strréndering en bloc. with 
brutal severity, -Uniess it {s the 
abundance of food, nothing surprises 
the German. prisoners more than the 
kindness which everybody shows 
him. 


GAVE. LIFE FOR 
TEN OTHERS 


+A thrilling story of self-sacrifice is 
recorded in the London Gazette an- 
nouncement cf the award of the Al- 
bert Medal of the First Class to 
Lance-Corp. Charles Henry Ander- 
son, late of the 114 Battalion of 
the London Regiment, who lost his 
Mfe in France in November last. The 
official narratife is as follows: - 
“On Noy. 28th, 1916, Lance-Corp. 
Anderson’ was in a hut in France 
with eleven other men, when, acci- 
dentally, the safety pin was with- 
drawn from a bomb. in tho semi- 
darkness, he shouted a warning to 
the men, rushed.to the door, and en- 
deayored to open {€.80 as to throw 
the bamb into a field. 4

to his body as possible, with. both

The latest developments of the 
Austro-German action against Italy 
afford a ‘pretty clear understanding 
of their strategy and its objectives.

been stripped of its art treasures by 
the ‘invading vandals, + 

! Situated to the ‘éast of Hotel de 
Ville the Church of St. Quentin suf- 
fers” from tHe fact that it is (of was) 
closely” surrounded ® by numerous 
smaller and unattractive buildings, 
making it impossible to gain a com- 
prehensive view of the structure. 
Unlike the Cathedral of Rheims, 
whose wert facado was its chief 
glory, the Church of St. Quentin has 
no west facade, but terminates in 
this direction “with a tower and @ 
portal of Romancsque architecture. 
The statues which formerly decor- 
ated the ports! have disappeared. 

, One of the odd features of this 
great structure, which [fs 370 fect 
long and 130 feet high, ts its double 
transepts, rarely found in Gothic 
churches. : 

The choir of the church clorely 
resembled that of the Rhefms Cath- 
edral, and was quite elaborately dec- 
orated with polychromic paintings, 
while the bas relief of the beautiful 
choir screen was depicted the story 
of the martyrdom of St. Quentin. 

It took four centuries to completo 
the St. Quentn Cathedral and per- 
haps four hours to destroy it. ‘Work 
began in 1114, and the choir was 
compieted in 1257. The nave was 
finished 200 years later, and the} f 
south portal in 1477. 

Strikingly beautiful fectures ot 
the building were the seven aspjdal 
chapels and the wonderful stained 
glass windows In the principal tran- 
sept. 

In. the eleventh century crypt ({re- 
built tn the thirteenth century) were 
the tombs and stone sarcophagi of 
'St. Quentin and his fellow martyrs, 
Until 
‘Calus Quuintinus came to preach 
Christianity here in the third cent- 
ury and suffered death at the hands 

of the prefect Rectus Varus, the 
town was known as Augusta Ver- 
manduorum. 

In destroying the church the Ger- 
mans jn all prébability also razed 
Lenglet’s splendid statue of Quentin 
de la Tour, whick stood immediate- 
ly in front of the church. De la 
Tour was the famous pastelist, a na- 
tive son of St. Quentin, who recelv- 
ed the title of “Painter tc the King” 
fn 1750 and who retired to this city 
at the age of 80 to spend the remain- 
ing four years of his life in the dis- 
tribution of his fortune to the wor- 
thy charities of the community. This 
La Tour was no relation, however, 
to that matchless soldier, La Tour 
D’Auvergne, whose singular bravery 
and modesty won from Napoleon the 
title of “First Grenadier of France,” 
and whore memory fs still kept allve 
in his ‘regiment of the guards, the 
Forty-sixth, by having his name 
called at all parades when a non- 
commissioned officer answers. ‘Mort 
au champs d'honneur.”

SUBMARINE DESTRUCTION

London, Nov. 24.—The Times’ na- 


Tho fluctuation from favorable to 
unfavorable reports and back again 
is a feature characterictic of the sub- 
marine campaign. The current re- 
turn indicates an increase in the 
number at work in our waters, With 
& comparatively trifiing augmenta- 
tion in traffic the losses In all class- 
es of merchantmen has risen from 

6 to 17. There has been a relapse 
in the figures since October, and ‘the 
high averages ‘of: that- month. Of 
jtheso 17 vessels, 10 were 1,600 tons 
or over, @ figure which would not ‘be 
| arprising two months ago, but 
looms large in comparison with one 
big ship sunk the previous week. 
Out of nineteen vessels singled out 
for molestation, only 2 escaped, On 
the whole the week’s return enforc. 
es a warning to Sir Eric Geddes that 
the ‘comparatively favorable reports 
of the past two months ought not 
to be taken as an indication that 
the submarine menace is a thing of 
the past. 





ALONE NOT ENOUGH 


The warfare of the Allled navies: _ 
on the German submarine presents‘ 
two aspects. On one side we look’ 
upon the progress made in the meth- 
od of rheeting the menace. On‘ tho 
other hand {is the evidence of the 
drain upon the merchant marine and 
the knowledge that It is impossible 
for some time to make good the de- 
ficiency. Only when the outlook in- 
cludes both. is tbe fact driven hore 
that destruction of eubmarines alone 
will not meet the emergency the un- 
derwater campaign has created. 

The progress made has brought 
us to a’stage similar to that which 
students familiar with naval history: 
describe as having been reached at 
the end of the last great war. En- 
emy privateers continued to capture 
our merchantmen because they had 
ports from which they could sally 
out and attack trade, but in those 
days thero was never any doubt 
about the necessity of replacing loss- 
es with new vessels, so in spite of 
raiders our mercantile marine flour- 
ished.

‘-Yariety of names, but Grecian poets

the year swarmed over Sts cliffs. 

It was to this island that Thetis, 
‘the marine goddess, is- supposed: to 
have carried the ashes of her son, 
Achilles; hence the temple erected 
“here in honor of the hero of the Tro- 
Jan war. Another legend. relates 
that Thet{fs snatched the body of 

chillies from the funeral pyre, that 
_he was restored to life and that: there 
after he lived on the island with 
Iphigenia, the daughter of Agamem- 
non, who had been saved from sacri- 
Mice by the goddess Artemis. 

One of the most poetic deserip- 

ona of the island and its temple is 
given by Arrian in the account of
